The Italian immigrant is the 
subject of a capital special num- 
ber of that excellent periodical, 
CharitieH, and the Revista Cora- 
iiierciale has published the results 
of statistical investigation of 
the Italians of New York city, 
says American .M.'.li. ine. One is 
astonished to leai ii i hat there are 
in that city ;!S-_'.77.''i Italians, the 
great majority bcl.iw 4.j years of 
age, anil nearly ."lO.biMt are being 
added each y(>ar. Allliongh 48 i>er 
cent, are utterly illiterate, the fact 
remains that they are "most val- 
uable additions to our popula- 
tion." For instance, from the in- 
vestigation made by the commit- 
tee of 50 of nearly :!( 1,000 cases in 
the records of organized charity 
it was shown that in 20 per cent of 
the (terman cases, 24 per cent, of 
the American cases, 25 per cent, of 
the English cases and 38 per ceiiT. 
of till' Irish cases the principal 
raiise of distress was inteuii>er- 
ance; in only ;ii per cent, of the 
Italian cases was intemperance 
the cause. American city life is 
having a bad effect upon them. 
The sudden change of diet is re- 
aponsihle for an increaae of cer- 
tain diseases. The change from 
the stone cottage in the open fields 
to the dark and nnventilated ten- 
ement of Mulberry and Mott 
streets has resulted in an alarm- 
ing spread of tuberculosis. Dr. 
Stella, in his practice in New York, 
"has known as many as 25 cases of 
pulmonary tuberculosis in one 
year in u single tenement house.

While the loiifffBl ropes are usod 
for hauling purpos. -j, home of tho 
most interest iug Jala in couiiec- 
tion with wire ropcn are obtiiiiied 
with their use for hoisting jmr- 
poses, sa.vs Mines iiiid Mineiuls. 
Hundreds of thousands of lives are 
liternlly each day hung by a small 
wire thread as the men are low- 
ered into and hoisted from the 
bowels of the earth, aii<i in uianv 
cases the only ineiins of conimiini 
cation liefween the .surface and 
thi- iiiidoi Kroiind workiiifrH. which 
are fioiii a few fct to a mile in 
depth, is by a comparatively Hinall 
hoisting rope. Think of hanging 
from the end of a cable onl.v a few 
inches iu diamebr and a mile 
long, being boiated at a rate which 
is faster than that of the average 
railroad train, and aome idea of 
the hoisting problem can be 
gained. To the honor of the wire 
iop«' manufactiniTB, it must be 
said that very few shaft accidenfs 
arediieto the hreakinj^ of thero|)e, 
ex<epting where the cafje is over- 
wound and unwarrant»'d demand^) 
are made upon the rope, or which 
are traceable to false economy on 
the part of the users of wire rope. 
No part of a mining plant i« more 
carefully inspected and watched 
than the hoisting rojM', and very 
few niinint; iii;!iia;?eis will take 
an v iinueecssai v risl<s in the hoist- 
in- of men. Tiie skill of the wire 
rojie maker is ta.xed ti> the utmost 
to provide rojies for hoisting from 
great depths. To make a ro\}e of 
practicable size that will be suf 
ficiently flexible and thatwillbear 
even its own weight is no mean 
problem, for in such cases the 
weight of the rope is often mnch 
more than the material lifted. 
Hence we have taper rope intend- 
ed to give a varying section depen- 
dent on the amount of rope off the 
drum or reel.

Tlie old method was to shoot 
into schools that had gone up 
small l ivers with the tide looking 
for food, and p't as many as pos- 
sible hefore the prey escaped to 
thi' or ean.

I McNab, however, appears to 
have made a discovery which 
I will revolutionize porpoise catch- 
ing. He does not say how he 
arrived at bis conclusion, but ad- 
mits that his method ia the result 
of several years of careful inves- 
tigation. 

Ir is simply to jilace in the 
iiioiitli of th(> river a slender, ta- 
pering rod of steel or seasoned 
wood attached by the butt to a 
stake driven in the river bed. The 
rod is from 10 to 40 feet long, ac- 
eordingtothe width of the stream, 
and is so arranged that the outgo- 
ing tide will cause it to vibrate. 

It is not placed in |iosition until 
the porpoises have i.'one uptlieriv- 
erwithtlie incomiiij; t ide to search 
for eels and sahiion. on which they 
live almost ex< Iiisiv.dy. Once the 
rod is in place no porpoise will 
pass within 30(1 feet of it. 

No one knows just why the por- 
poises fear the rod, but it la be- 
lieved that the vibration baa a 
j painful effect on the ear, which ia 
I ,..,„o„^iij sensitive.

Japanese Are Advancing And 
Qlving the Enemy No Rest 
All Along the Line. 



London, Aug. 8.— The Timea' 
correspondent at Tokio under date 
of August 7, says that there are un. 
official reports that the Japanese 
have captured commanding posi- 
tions nortli and northeast of Port 
Arthur at a distance of 2,7.50 yards, 
the main line of Russian defense. 

It is thought that Gen. Kuropat- 
kin cannot longer avoid giving bat- 
tle to the Japanese, and appear- 
ances indicate that he may be pre- 
paring for it. Rusaian advicea are 
that simultaneoua attacka upon 
Liao Yang and Mukden are ex- 
oected. The Japaneae are advanc- 
ing, and the foreign attaches and 
correspondenta are ruahing to the 
front. Related news of the last as- 
sault on Port Arthur says the Rus- 
sians lost l,5ub men and forty offi. 
cera, and they claim that the Jap- 
ae lost 10,000. which ia doubted, 
even in St. Peteraburg.

Stanton ncvllliams Killed on the 
Streets of v.lai ksvilie 
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Tokio, Aug. 7 — Gen. Kuropat 
kin'a success in extricating his 
army from the Liao Tung peninsu- 
la without diaaater haa elicited 
much praise from the Japanese, 
The concentration of hia army at 
Kai Chou at one time aeemed cer- 
tain to involve it in diaaater. It 
waa popularly believed that a gen- 
erally decisive battle would either 
be foujjht at TaTche Kiao or at Hai 
ChenfT It is considered here that 
Kurupatkin sacrificed his prestige 
by abandoning an immense territo- 
ry without a battle. He was forced 
to abandon or destroy valuable 
stores and munitions of war when 
the transportation was almost the 
most serioua problem to the Rus- 
aians. He also impaired the mor- 
ale of hia army, but he preaerved 
his men and guns. It ia evident 
that be had hoped and planned to 
check the Japaneae at Ta Tcbe 
Kiao. Then after holding the ene- 
my in cheek, it la believed to have 
been bis purpoae to concentrate his 
rem iiniog force at Liao Yang and 
to strike Kuroki. 

Crisis Must Soon Com*. 

The unexpected loss of the Rus- 
sians left at Ta Tche Kiao and the 
appearance of the Japanese Taku- 
shan array on the flank formed the 
aban.lonment and surrender, with- 
out a liy^ht, of Yinkow, Hai Cheng 
and New Chwang. Jt is generally 
believed that the crit,is must come 
shortly at Liao Yanjj, and that Ku- 
ropatkin will be forced to give bat- 
tle, whatever hia preaent purpoae 
may be. 

Gen. Oku's and the Takuahan 
armies are preaaing northward and 
Gen. Kuroki ia cloae at hand, ready 
to take any part neceaaary in the 
general Japanese play. 

The posaeaaion of Yinkow (the 
port of New Chwang) has enor- 
sly simptified the problem for

an was shooting at him, and ran 
away; before he could cross the 
street and get into a store, Buchan- 
an fired twice more, all the bullets 
entering hia back. 

Buchanan waa arreated immedi- 
ately by Officer Snail and lodged In 
jail. He refuaea to talk. He atill 
had the piatol with which tie killed 
McWilliama. Four ahota had been 
fired from it, and one cartridge had 
been anapped upon, but failed to 
explode. He also had a second 
round of cartridges in his pocket. 

McWilliams was about 37 years 
old, but had no family here. His 
brother, who lives in Dunlap. 
Tenn. wired the authorities to 
e the body buried at his ex- 
pense.
